\ / } 1 #rcemptedroſet vfõ the reſidue of Virgil, after M. Nhaer. 
Al he manifold examples that commonly are alledged, to de- 
terre men from fiiuſſung ſuch works as haue beene left vnper 

felt by notable Artificers in all ſciences, could not make mee afraide: 
howbeit perchance they may be laid in my diſh. I know there be man 
vong Gentlemen, and others, hoſe gift this way, ſo much excellet} 
my pooꝛte abilitie: that there is no compariſon betwerne them. But 
peraduentute either they lack good will, which I aſſure you abounderh 
in me for my ſimple skill, or clic leaſure, whereof I haue more at this 
preſent then I would gladly with: or elſe they piuch curteſie hke wo- 
men, and one looketh vpon an other who ſhall begin. But IL, who haue 
bin brought vp in the Vniuerſitie, and mectly trained in other places, 
haue learned it to be good maners to bee doing with that wluck is be- 
fore me. Wherein though I be vpbraided of ſome for over rath ſauci- 
neſſe, what remedie ? I truſt I haue attained to the Poets meaning, 
though my verſe be far from fineneſſe. And I know that it is an eaſier 
matter to hind fault withall then to mend it. For in other Poems and 
Duties of pleaſure, it is of leſſe difficultie to bring a mans own ſenſe to 
his owne Rime, then in this kinde of tranſlation to enforce his Rime 
to the neceſutie of another mans meaning. Wluch they can not well 
judge of, that neuer came where it grew. And whereas there is nowe 
made an acceſlion of Maphæus x11. Booke, for that the fame Auctour 
iudged Virgil conceit not to be perfected in the former xij. I haue not 


done it vpon occalion of any dicame as Gawin Dowglas did it in Scot- 


tiſh, but moued with the worthinclle of the worke, and the neerneſſe 
of the argument, verſe & ſtile vnto Virgil wherin, as I iudge, the writer 
hath declared himlelfe an happic immitator.

=XA31RGIL farnamed MA RO, wasbozne but of 
) | meane parentage , eſpecially on the father ſide, 
970 who was called M A RO, whom ſome ſuppoſe to 
Vf baue bene a potter, but mo thinke that he was at 
be the firſt, couenant ſeruant with a trauelling wile 
man, and afterward fo; his towardneſſe, by mari⸗ 
| age of his daughter , became his ſonnein lawe : 
whom when his father in lawe had put in truſt 
with his huſbandꝛie, and his cattell, and buying of wods,and loking 
to bees, thereby he increaſed his ſmall ſubſtance. Ye was bozne the 
pere that Cn Pompeius, and M. Lucinius Craſſus were firſt Conſuls, 
the 1 5. dax of Detober,in a village called Andes not farre from Man- 
tua, is mother Maia, being great with childe with him, e dzeaming 
that ſhe was deliuered of a Lawꝛell bow, which pꝛickt into 9 ground 
grew foꝛthwith to a great tree, repleniſhed with ſundzie kindes of 
fruits, and flowers: the next moꝛning walking foozth into the coun- 
trey with her huſband , ſtept aſide, and was deliuered thereby in a 
ditch. The re poꝛt goeth, that the childe ſoſcne as he was bozne, nes 
uer cried,bnt loked ſo pleaſantly, that he gaue an aſſured hope, that 
by his birth ſome notable thing ſhould chance. 

There befell alf9 another ſtrange token, fo2 a Poplar tree bzanch, 
which was pꝛickt into the ground, accozding as the manner of the 
countreyat womens traueclsis, ſo grew vp in ſhoꝛt ſpace , that it 
matched in brgnes many great Poplar tts, that were ſet there long 
bcfoze, which wis after warde wh eee and called by the name of 
woils trie, and had in great reuerence amongſt teeming women, 
d duch as were with child, which daily made pꝛaiers, and offrings 


paſſed in Cremoma, and when he was thirteene pere of age, he recei⸗ 
ued the garment of manſtate, when thoſe were made Conſuls againe 
that were when de was bozne, and it foztuned that n

Poet departed the ſame day. But Virgil, from Cremona went fo 
Millain, and ſhoztly after from thence to Naples, where tiligently 
applying the ftadie of the Greeke , and Latine kongues, at length 
betooke himſclte to Phyſicke, and knowledge bf the Mathematicals, 
wherein he ſurpaſſed all other in kill, and departing to Rome, fell 
in fauour with the Batter of the hozſe to Auguſtus, and cured the 
hoꝛſes of manie and ſundzie diſeaſes, Who tommaunded therefoze 
that Virgil ſhoulv haue ſuch allowance of bzead,as other ofthe ſfable 
had. | [ | 
During this time, the Crotoniati ſent vnto Cæſar fo; a pꝛeſent, a 
godly Hoꝛſecolt, that in ail mens iudgement would pꝛoue both verie 
couragious and wonderfull (wift, When Virgil beheld him he folde 
the Maſter ofthe able, that he was foaled of a ſicke t infected Mare, 
and that he would pꝛoue neither ſtrong noꝛ ſwift , as after warde it 
appeared, whereot when the Maꝛſter of the ſtable had infourmed the 
Emperoꝛ, he cõmanded that his bꝛead ſhonld be doubled, fo reward, 
Likewiſe, when there were certaine Dogs ſent to Auguſtus fozth of 
Spaine, Virgil told both what maner ones the ſires were, x what ſfo- 
macke an ſwiſtnes they would be of. Which when he vnderffod, hs 
then commanded agame that Virgil ſhould haue ſo much moze bꝛead 
as he had befoze, Lhe Gmperonr Auguſtus doubting of himſelf whe⸗ 
ther he were fort ts Octauius,oz to ſume man elſe, and ſuppoſing that 
Virgil Maro cauld reſolue him, that knew ſo well the natures and 
ſiers of hoꝛſes. und dogs, remouing all companie aſide, Auguſtus cals 
led him into the pꝛiuie chamber, a aſked him there alone, if he knew 
what he was, and wyat abilitie he had to make men happie 2 J know 
gd. Maro) that theu axt Auguſtus Cæſar, and thou haſt almoſt equall 
power with the immoꝛtall gods, and that thou maiſt make happie 
whom thou lift. Surely(qd. Cæſar) J am of this minde, that if thou 
anſwer me truely to that J ſhall aſke, J will make ther happie, and 
bleſſed, J would to god (qd, Maro) that I could anſwer truly to that 
thou demaundeſt. Then ſaid the Empe rour, ſome ſay that J am ſon 
to Octauius, and ſome ſuſpect that am (ome other mans ſonne 
Tut hereat Maro ſmiling, J will ſone tell vou that (qd. he) if you par 
don me in arſwering that you commaund. The Emperour ſwoꝛe by 
an oath that he would take neuer a woꝛde in ill part, yea and that her 
ſhould not depart vnrewarded. Therewithall Maro firing bis eies 


kalt on the Eimpexours , it is an eaſie matter (d. he) by other lining 
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The Life of Vir: 


thematicks and Philoſophie, but in men it is not poſſible, Powbeit 
J am able to giue ſome p2obable iudgement, what trade of life thy fas 
ther exerciſed. To. this Auguſtus gaue diligft eare what he wold ſay. 
The Virgil, ſo far as J can perceiue (quoth he) thou art a bakers ſon, 
The ©mperour thereat was aſtunnie d, and merueiled much in his 
mind hob Þ could came to paſſe, Parie then(quoth Virsjl)J will tell 
you why J tudge fo, When as J fozetold certain things, which could 
neither be known, noꝛ vnderſtod but by ſuch as be very wel lerned: 
thou that art p2zince of al the wozldcommandedft that J ſhouldhaue 
acerten of bꝛead giuen me foz a reward, which is the vſe either of ba⸗ 
kers,o2 els of ſuch as are bakers child. This meris ie ſt, pleaſed the 
Emperoz wel, but becefozth(quoth he) thou ſhalt not be rewarded by 
a baker, but by a moſt valiant pꝛince:t᷑ eſtemed him much, t comens- 
ded him to Pollio. Ye was of bodie and ſtature big o colour tawnie, 
hard fauozed, ſickly : foz he was manie times greeued with paine in 
the ſtomack, iawes, and head, and ſometimes he did ſpet blood. He fre- 
quented but little the vſe of daintie meates and wine. Home repozt, 
that he was pꝛone to the de teſtable ſinne with boyes ; but the better 


ſoꝛt ſuppoſe rather that hee loued them as Socrates loued Alcibiades, 


and Plato alſo, Abone the reſt he loued moſt Cebetes and Alexarider, 
whom in þ ſecondEglogue of his Bucoliks he termeth Alexis,ginen 
vnto him by Aſinius Pollio. Mhen they came vnto him, they were 
neither of them vnlearned: foz Alexander was a god Grammarian, 
and Cebetes a Peet. Dome likewiſe affirme, that hee had carnall 
companie with Plotia Hieria: but Aſconius Pedianus faith, that hee 
was wont to declare to ſome ancient men, that indeed he was reque⸗ 
ſted by V arius ioyntly to keepe her, howbeit he earneftly refuſes ſo to 
do, In all other reſpects, he was of life, language, and connerſation 
ſo vpꝛight, that thzough all Vapſes hee was called commonly Virgi- 
nitie. And when haply he was ſerne at Rome, (whether os hee came 
verie ſeldom) going ab2oad in the open ſtrerts, it anie followed 02 no⸗ 
ted him, he would turne aſide into the nert houſe. When Auguſtus 
offred him p gods of one that was baniſhed, he vtterly refuſed them. 
He was wozth in ſubſtance an hundzed Seſtertia, which were giuen 
him thꝛough the liberalitie of his frends, and he had a houle in Keme 
in a place called Acſſuiliæ ntere to Mecœnaes Gardaynes, although 


he was accuſtomed much to withdzawe 72 te into Campania and 


Sicil, 


wings to diſcerne the diſpoſition ol the parents, though ſkill of Ma⸗ 
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Sicil. Uhatſoeuer be requeſiey of Auguſtus: he neuer had deniall 
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The Lifeof Virꝑil. 


therof, Euer pere he ſent monie abundantly to ſuccour his parents, 
which died when hee was of lawfull veares, his father being blinde 
whe he died: & his two bꝛethꝛen the one ſurnamed Silo, died while he 
was a child, r Flacchus when he was come to manſtate, whoſe death 
he bewayleth vader the name of Daphnis. Among other ſtudies (as 
I haue ſayd befoze)he chefly applied himſe lle to Phiſick, and Mathe- 
matickes. e neuer pleade at barre moꝛe then one cauſe, and that but 
once, whom Meliſſus re poꝛteth to haue bin verie low of tongue, t as 
though he were altogither vnlerned: when he firſt began Poetrie, he 
made this Diſthic, oz theſe two verſes vpon one Baliſta a ſchalemai⸗ 
ſter,that foz repozt of theeuerie was couered with an heape of ſtones, 
Vander this hugic hill of ſtones Baliſta tombde doth lie, 
VVaifarer ſafe both night and day thy iourney now mayſt hie. 

After this he wzote Moretum, Priapus, Epigrammes, Diræ, and Cu- 
lex, when he was yet but fifteene peare olde, the argument whereof 
is this, A ſhepheard wearied with heate, and lle ping vnder a Tree, 
when a ſerpent was comming faſt towards him, there came a Gnat 
flying out of the Fenne neare by, and lighted on the ſhepheards fozs 
head betweene his temples, and there ſtung him, Then he lifuing vp 
his hands cruſhed the Gnat, and when he eſpied the Serpent, killed 
him alſo, and made a tombe foz the Gnat with this ſuperſcription, 

Thou litle Gnat, the ſhepheard for thy due deſert to be, 
This buriall, for loſle of life, here yeeldeth vato thee, ' 

Me wꝛote Erna alſs, whereof ſome men doubt. But ſhoztlyafter 
when he had begun Romane matters, milliking the ſharpeneſſe, and 
roughneſſe both of the argument, and names, he fel to the Bucolikcs, 
but cheefly to celebzate the name of Aſinius Pollio, Alphenus Varus, 
and Cornelius Gallus, becauſe that in p diuiſion of land bepond Pads 
amongit the old ſouldiers after the conqueſt that Philip made, at the 
commandement of the Triumuiri, oz the thꝛæ conſpiratozs ,they.hay 
ſaued him harmleſſe.Afterward he made his wozke called Georgica 
in the honoz of Mecornas, by whoſe meanes, when he was pet ſcarce 
knowne vnto him, he was aſſiſted againſt the old ſouldiers of Clau- 
dius, s rather as ſome ſuppoſe, againſt the violence of Arius the Cen- 
turian,by whome in that hurliburly about diuiding of landes, he was 
very neare laine, Laſt of all he take the A eneidos in hand, a wozke 
ofa diuerſe, and manifold argument, and reſembling , in WO 

oth

both the wozkes of Homere.Beſives that, it contei 
both wo2ds and matter, as well Grecke as Latine, and that ch&fe 
is which he moſt endeusured, it — the oziginall of 
the citie of Rome, and A the Emperour. When he wzote the 
Georgica, it is repozted, howe that euerie mozning hee was accuſto⸗ 
med to wzite a certainnumber of verſes, which he would all the day 
long ouerloke,andſo abꝛidging them,bzing them vnto a very fewe, 
man ſaying, that —— dene verſes, as = femall 7 — 
t rng, bzinging due faſhion by licking. 
wozke called Aeneidos, he wꝛote frſt in twelue Bakes in pꝛoſe (as 
ſome thinke) and afterwarde digeſted it into verſe. And otherſome 
iudge þ ikhe had liued longer, he wauld haue lengthned it vnto xxiiij. 
bakes, euen vnto the time of Auguſtus, and would haue touched mas 
ny other things therein, and with great diligence haue ſet fozth Au- 
guſtus time, ſince that in waiting, leaſt hee ſhould be vainly troubled 
with any thing, he left ſome things imperfea, And ſome things her 
wꝛots in very lender verſe, which (as he was wont, to ieaſt hee ſayd 
he put info; ieaſters, and inſtrels, ts hold vp the wozke,vntill the 
ſound pillers were framed. He abſolued his Bucolicks in thꝛer pere, at 
Aſinius Pollios requeſt. The ſame at that time ruled the Pꝛouince 
beyond Pads, by whoſe meanes and ſute, when the Cremonenſes, and 
Mantuans lands were diſtributed vnto Auguſtus auncient ſouldie rs, 
vet notwithſtanding Virgil loſt not his. This Pollio, Virgil loued 
entirely,and was like wiſe of him very wel beloned again, and great⸗ 
ly rewaryed, fo2 when he was vpon a time deſlred by him to ſupper, 
and there ſodainly ſurpꝛiſed with the fingular beautie,and diligence 
Alexander, — he receiued him of gilt. Likewiſe he loued 
dearely C. A ſinius, Pollios ſonne, and Cornelius Gallus a noble D2as 
tour and a ſingular Poet, who tranſlated Euphorion ints Latine, and 
wꝛote in foure bokes his loue of Cytheris. Who at the firſt was in 
god credite with the Emperour Auguſtus,but after ward vpon ſuſpi⸗ 
tion of conſpiracie againſt him, he was ſlaine. Ot whom Propertius 
ſpeaketh thus: 
VVhilſt Gals in the tents, the enſignes doth defend: 
Before the Eagle bloodie ſigne, he found his fatall en. 

Virgil loued this Gallus ſo well, that the fourth bake of Georgicks 

from the middle to the ende, contayned his pzayie , Which aiters 


ward at Auguſtus commandement he chaunged into the fable of Art- 
A 2 ſtæus. 
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 Thelife 2 Virgil. 
ſtæus. He qniſhedhis Georgikes inſenen yere at Naples, and the Ae- 


in eleuen peare. 


netdos he made partly in Sicilia, partly in Campania, 
And his Bucoliks he made with ſo god ſucceſſe that they were olten⸗ 
times ſung openly by Puſitians in plates. When Cicero had heard 
certen of the verſes,and by and by though ſharpe judgement pertei⸗ 
ned that they pzoceded from no common ve yne: hee willed that the 
whole Eglogue ſhuld be read from the beginning. Wherto when he 
had attended diligftly,inþ end he (aid theſe worde, Of mightic Kare 
a ſecond as though himſelfe were the firſt hope of the Latine 
tongue, and Maro woutd be the ſecond, which wozds alſs he reciteth 
in the Aenidos. The Georgikes, when, refurned from the 
AXQtiacan vicozie, and foz recreation ſake ſolourned at Arella,he read 
there vnto him continually the ſpace of foure dayes: and when-his 
boyce failed him at anie time, Mecocnas ſupplied his romth in rea⸗ 
ding. He pzonounced with meruailousſwetnes and great de lectati⸗ 
on, Seneca wꝛiteth, that Iulius Montanus the Poet was wont to ſay, 
that he would take away by fozce ſome things from Virgil, if he could 
ſet them fozth with the ſame voice, tountenance, and ie ſlure:and that 
the ſelfe ſame verſcs if he pzonounced them, would found well, but 
without him, would be dꝛie and dumbe. Ol the Aencidos ſcarce yet 
begun, there was ſpꝛead ſuch a fame,that Sextus nn doubted 
not thus to foxetell, 

. Giue place you Komane writers all, and Greekes giue place likewiſe, 
Ican not tell what greater worke than ſſ i doth ariſe. | 
Uhen Auguſtus by foꝛtune was abſent from the Cantabrick expe⸗ 
dition, and partly by requeſting, and partly by menacing Letters, 
merely required of Virgil that he ſhald ſeno to him i it were but the 
verie title oʒ ſome one full ſentence of Aeneidos, fo2 thoſe were his 
woꝛds: hee refuſed ſo to dw, To whom yet not long after when the 
matter was fully perfected, he recited thꝛæ bokes, namely the @es 
cond, the Fourth and the Sixt. And that eſpecially becauſe of Ota» 
wa, who being there pꝛeſent at the recitall, at thoſe verſes ofher ſor, 
Marcellus thou ſhalt be, it is repozted che fainted fo2 ſozrow, when 
by much labour ſhee was recouered-againe, ſhee commaunded that 
Vugilſhouldhaue to the value of finepounds foz euerie verſe, Yee 
read bis bokes alſoto diuers, but not oft, t theſe places onely where⸗ 
of he ſtod in anie doubt, thereby to he are the iudgement of men. It is 


aid that Erotes his ſecretarie, whom he alſo made fre, when he was 


verie

beryaged was wa wont to repozt, that once in the reading of his wozk 
he made two ol his halle verſes out of hand, and that Miſenus Aoli- 
des added, was better none then he; 

Likewiſe vntothis verſe, In kindling men with noyſe. with like 
heate he adisined, And fighting fieldes to cheare with braſſe, and that 
he was commaunded — to wzite thoſe two additions ſo in 
the woꝛke. He peruſed both his Bucohkes and Georgickes. And when 
he was 52. peares old, to ent ta finiſh the Aencidos,he was de- 
termined to withdzaw into Greece, and Aſia, and there to em⸗ 
ploy whole th2ee peares in cozrecting and peruſing, that he might be- 
ſtow all the re ſidue of his life only in the ffudie of Philoſophie. But 
when he was in his iournex, and met with Auguſtus at Athens who 
was retourning foꝛth of the Eaſt countreys towards Rome: he pur⸗

poſed to goe home againe with him. And trauelling to ee 


towne nigh Athens, only ts ſee it, toke there a ſickueſle, which tonti⸗ 


nuall trauaile on ſea augmented, any encreafing moꝛe and moze ine 


fill he came to Brunduſium Within few daies after died there, the xxi. 


day of September when Cn.Plautius, and Q. Lucrerius were Con- 
ſuls. And when he felt himſelfe moztally aſſaulted with the maladie: 


hs called often, and very earneſtip foꝛ his deſke, that he might burne 


the Acncidos. Which being dented him, he willed notwithſtanding 


by his laſt teſtament that it chould be-burned,as a wozke both fault 
ect. But Tucca and Varrus told him, that Auguſtus would 
in no wiſe ſuffer that. Mhere vpon he bequeathed the ſame wozke, 
and his other w2itings vnto V arrus and Tucca vpon this condition, 
that they ſhould ſet fozth nothing but that which he wonlde haue ſet 
fo:th,x ſuch verſes as were vnperfect, they ſhould ſo leaue them. Her 


willed alſo that his bones ſhould be bozne to Vaples, whereas her had 
4inzd long time, and merilp. His bones therefoꝛe were tranſlated ta 


Naples at Auguſtus tommandement, as he appoynted, and were bu⸗ 
ried in the way to Vuteoli, at the ſecond one, and vpon his Tumbe 
was wꝛitten this de thick, which he made himſelke.

Fauſtmus, that which he ſfole of others. There are alſo certaine vo- . 
lumes of Quintus Octauius Auitus, in the which are obſerued what 
verſes, and from whom he toke them, Aſconius Pedanus in his boke 
which he wꝛiteth againlt the llaunderers ol Virgil, ſetteth downe a 
fe we thinges which were obiected againſt him, and ; this chielly, that 
he tied not well his hiſtoꝛie togither, and that he boꝛrowed much of 
Homere. But this fault (as they ſay ) he was wont thus to defende, 
ſaying , why do not they like wile attempt the like theft? But they if 
they weyghed it vpꝛightly, ſhoald vnde rſtande that it were an caſier 
matter to pull the clubbe out of Hercules hand, than ta take a verſe a⸗ 
way front Homer, and that notwithſtanding he determined to with⸗ 
dꝛawe himſe ilfe foz a time to amendourelothing that his til willers 
founde fault withall,  - | 0 
Pedianus alſo repoꝛteth, that be was berte tourteous, and a louer 
of all god and honeſt men, and ſo that it he ſawe 
any thing done, oꝛ ſpoken tearnedlybyany,he —— 
otherwiſe than if it were his oume: that he diſpꝛaiſed no man, pꝛai⸗ 
ſed gad men, and was ol ſo gentle nature: that there was no man, 
vnleſſe he were ouer ſtubboꝛne and malicious, that not onely kauou⸗ 
red him, but alſo hartily loued him. Mer ſamed to haue nothing 
pꝛiuate to himſelſe. is Libzarie ſtod as readie opon to other men 
| as tohimleite, and he oftentimes vſed the ſaying off Euripides: All 
4 thifgesamonglt friendes are commune. Pre hadde all the-Pocts 
of his time ſo friendly, and beholding vato him, that although 
they much emued one another, vet him thepalbreuerented, as Var- 
rus, Tucca, Horace, Gallas}Propertius,/ But Anſer, becauſt he 
ww not part n a re him, Cormficius 
could 
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could not abide him, ſuch was his froward nature. Me ſo much tou⸗ 
temned glozie, that when ſome aſcribed to themſelues tertaine of his 
verſes, and therefoze were accounted the better learned, hee twke it 
not only notviſpicaſantly;but he much reioyced therat, And making 
a couple of verſes containing the pꝛaiſe and felicitie of Auguſtus, 
which were ſet vpon ths gates without name, the verſes were thele..

Mhich being once knowne : Bathyllus fo2 a time was all the iea / 
ſting ſtocke to the whole Citie ol Ke. Mhen on a time he had the 
wozkes of Ennius in his hand, and being demaunded by one what de 
did with them: anſwered that he gathered golde out of Ennius dung. 
Foz that authoꝛ expꝛeſſed wozthie ſentences t matter, under wozds. 
not of the fineſt, Wnto A that demaunded of him how a Citie 
might beſt bee gouerned : he anſwered, if the wiſeſt men did holde 
the helme, and god men were ſet in authozitie oncr-euill, and 
ſa that the beſt men may baue their due honour , and the reſt bee not 
inturiouſly dealt withall,Zhen Mecocnas, what thing is it(q hs)that- 
neuer bꝛingeth loathſomneſſe to man: The likeneſſe, anſwered Vir 
gil. oꝛ the abundance af euern thing, annope th vs, extept of duderſtan⸗ 
ding, Be aſkedmozeoner, how a man might alwayes-p;eſerne his: 
happie and foztunate ſtate? Wo whom then Maro, if by how much he 
excell other in Yononr and Riches :-he endeuour to extell them in 
Liberalitie and Juſtite. Ve wag wont alſo to ſay, that there was no- 
thing maze merte noꝛ commodious foz a man thanPatience,aud that 
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there was nofo2tune ſo ſharpe, which by wiſely tollerating a daliant 
man might not ouercome, Which opinion of his, he hath expzeſſedin 


the fift of the Aeneidos. |

There was familiar with Auguſtus, one named Filiſtus, an D2a- 


toz, aud meetely well learned in Poetrie, and had apleaſant, and vas 
riable wit, and vſed to carpe the ſayings of all men, not to the intent 
therby to learne the truth (fo2 ſo Socrates was wont to do) but ther⸗ 
by to appeare the better learned; The ſame, wherſoeuer he had occa-

Foz a man ought al⸗ 


waies to be filent, vntil ſuch time as his filence ſhall either 
ſelle, oz his talke may p2ofit others.

When Auguſtus had obtained the Empire, he debated with him - 
ſelf whether it were better fo reſigne vp the Dominion, and commit 


pet would it bee p2ofitable, which contrary, Mecocnas very much diſa - 


ſundzie reaſons.” Mherefoze he demaunded of Maro, whether it 
were exp dient foꝛ a pꝛiuate man, to vſurp a gouernment in his cm/ 
mon wealth oz not? Then Virgil, vnts all ( he) that haue vlurped. 
the ſtate of their common wealth, the gouernment hath bin werriſom 


ww 
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hatred of the people, oꝛ ſuſpition growing to them of their own great 
imuſtice: they do liue in much keare. But if the citizens could finde 
anie one, whom they do lone cnfierly : it ſhould bee p2ofitable to the 


citie, ii he were ſet in authozitie. Wherfoze,if you do continue to exe⸗ 


cute iuſtice to all men, without regard of any perſon, as vou haue als 
readie begun, it ſhall be moſt pzofitable both foz pour ſelſe, and all the 
wezld, that you ruled, foz you haue ſo much the god will of all men, 
that they honour you,and repute you foz a God, 7Uhoſe opinion Cæ- 


ar allowing: retained ſtill the Empire. 


But fince we haue now bziefly ſpoken of the Authour, it (emeth 
god we ſpeake of the kind of verſe, which commonly is handledtwo 


foze the wozke,are,the Title,the Cauſc,the Jntention, The Title, 
in which is aſked, whoſe it is. The cauſe from whence if roſe,and foz 
what cauſe chiefly the Poet toke this in hand te wzite, The Inten⸗ 
tion, in the which is knowne his dzift,+ where about the Poet goeth, 
In the wozke thꝛer things are marked, the Number , the D2der, the 
Explanation, Although therefoze by falſification,many wozkes are 
carried abzoad vnder other mens names, as the Tragidy of T hieſtes 
made by this Poet, which V arrus ſet fozth foz his owne, i many ſuch 
like: yet we cannot doubt but that cleerly the Bucolicks are Virgils, 
eſpecially ſince the Poet, doubting ſome ſuch matter, both in the be⸗ 
ginning of the Aeneidos, and in another place witnellcth that they | 
are his, ſaping: 

I chat my ſlender Oten pipe in verſe was wont to ſound. Likewiſe 

Ithat rimes of ſhepheards ſung, and raſt in tender yeares, 

Thee Yytirus &c. 

That they be fitly termed ns . and ſoaccounfed; if nothing 
elſe declared, yet this might be pzofe ſufficient, that in Theocritus 
they be called by the ſame name. But we muſt ſhew alſo ſome reaſs, 
Where be thꝛes kindes of ſhepheards that are famous in Bucolickes. 
Mhereok the vileſt ſoꝛt are tearmed Coprary, 03 Goatheardes, The 
Opiliones, 82 ſhepheardes are next of dignitie, but the Bubulci , oz 


Cowheards are the beſt and chiefeſt. Mhereot thercfoze was it molt 


conuenient that the ſhepheards verſe ſhould be named, but ol that de- 
gre which is found molt excellent amonaſt ſhepheards? 
The cauſe may be two waies conſidered, of the beginning of the 
vert and ol the minde ofthe waiter, Df the beginning, and Suits 
na 


maner waies, that is te ſay,befoze the wozke,andin the woꝛke. Bes 
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nall of the Bucolick verſe:diuers haue aſſigned diuers cauſes, There 
are ſome that ſaye this kinde of verſe was firſt inſtituted to Diana, 
by the @hepheardes of ' Zacedemonia', when thꝛough occaſion of 
warre, which at that time the Perſians made vpon all Greece, the vir⸗ 
gins could not do ſacrifice actoꝛding to their tuſtome. Others ſome 
ſaye, that the ſame kinde of verſe was made to Diana by Oreſtes, 
when he wandꝛed about S7 TUhatcurr they all ſape, this is 
molt certain, that the Bucolick verſe, toke beginning ot great anti- 
quitie, when men ledde onely Sephear des liues, and thercfoze 
the ſimplicitte of ſuch perſonages doth repꝛeſent a ſhe we of the gol⸗ 
den wozide , Wherefoze Virgil begunne very commendably with 
thoſe verſes, as it were, with that life, which was firſt in the earth. 
Fox afterwarde the fildes were tilled , and laſt of all, foz carable 
and fertile grounde: contention roſe , and warres enſued, which 
Virgil, that he woulderp2eſle : ſange firſt of Shepheardes , next of 
Hulbandmen, and laſt of warriours . Jtremaineth now that we 
conſider what cauſe moued ths Poet chiefly to wꝛite the Bucolickes. 
Either he was entiſedby the ſw#tenes to haue T heocritus verſe in 
admiration , oz elſe foy oꝛders ſake hee fongbt to expꝛeſſe the lila ot 
man as we haue ſaide befoꝛe. Oz rather that Virgil would ſet fwzth 
the th: kindes of Elocution , which the Greekes call Careers, 
Iſchnon thatis,lowe, Adron which is loftie, Meſon, that is the mean 
02 middle. Wherfoze be ing likely that he which was right cunning 
in all the kindes: endited his Bucolickes in the firſt, the Georgickes 
in the ſccond,and the Aeneidos in the third. Oz therefoze it is to be 
ſuppoſed we w2ote the Bucolickes firſt, to th intent in that kind of 
verſe which is moſt fre and rough then the reſt, he might take opo2- 
tunitie to currie the Empero2s fauour, and to recouer his land which 


he had loſt, fo2 this cauſe. The third day of the Ides cf Parch,whe C. 


Cxſar was flaine and the old ſouldiours had taken vp Augullus Cæ- 
ſar being but a child to be their captaine, the ſenate not much repug⸗ 
ning, againſt it, a ciuile war riſing thereof,the Cremonenſes with o⸗ 
ther of the lame faction, aided the adue rlaries ol Auguſtus Cæſar. 
Mherby it came to paſle that when Auguſtus had the victozyhe com⸗ 
maunded ÿ the old ſouldiours ſhould be bꝛeught into the Cremonen- 
ſes fle lde s, to deuide, and poſſeſſe them. And when their fieldes were 
not ſufficient foꝛ them all:theire neighbours the Mantuans, amonge 
whome was Virgil, loſt a great part of their landes, becauſe they lay 
nc are 
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not of following him, vntill 
ſo eſtaped. But afterward — the fancur of Mecœenas, e Pollio,

of the bake which the Grætians tal Scopus, is groundedof the imita- 
tion of Theocritus the Poet, who was both a Sicilian and a Siracuſian. 
Che intention alſo is to be reduced into the pzaiſe of Cæſar, g; other 
pꝛinces and noble men by whoſe meanes he was bzought againe into 
his fozmerſeate x living. Whereby that the end might containe both 
.delectation,and p2ofit:he did al thing accoꝛding to oꝛder, and pzecept, 
This queſtion is ſometune aſked , why he wzote no moe then ten 
Ecloges, which wilbe no maruaile vnto him thatſhall waigh the an- 
tiquitie of the paſtoꝛall Scenes, which cannot be ſtretched beyond this 
number, and ſince this Poet moze cirtumſpect the Theocritus,as the 
matter it ſelfe declareth, (emcth to doubt leaſt that Ecloge which is 
-tntitulcd Pollo, will not appeare ruſticklike enough, which hee be⸗ 
g inneth after this maner, ſaping: 
Sicilian Muſes, of thinges ſumdeale greater let vsſinge. + - 
And ſo likewiſe doth he in other twaine. And this we fozetel fo be 
abſerued in all the Bucolikesof Virgil, that they are neither wholy 
deſtitute of figures, neither altogither ful of figurcs,that is to iay Al- 
lagories. Theſe thinges are ſcarce to be graunted vnto Virgil, fo the 


. pzaile of Cæſar, and ta retouer his landes, ſince Theocritus, whom 


Virgil ſought by all indeuour to imitate: wzoate altogether plainly 
and ſimpl p. 

As touching ſuch thinges as accuſtomablp are handled in the verſe 
are theſe : Number, Oꝛder, Explanation. The number of the Fclog 
is apparant, foꝛ there are Ten, of which, ſeuen are thought pꝛoper 
to deſerue the name of Bucolickes. Foz the laſt tha ought nat to be 
called Bucolickes, namely Pollio, Silenus, and Gallus. The fli ſt ther⸗ 
fo:c confaineth a publique complaint, and a pziuate thankeſgiuing 
fo2 land, and is called Taryrus, The ſecond, the loue of a boy, and is 
termed Alexis. The third, a contention of Shepheards, and is called 
Paloemon. The fourth, Genethliacum, and is named Pollio. The

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Aeneas at the requeſt of Dido, decliteth the deſtruction of Troy, which was after 


this maner. The Greekes in the tenth yere of their ſiege, when their force was 
ing their owne abilitie : fell vnto craftes and ſubtiltics, and 
countetſaiting a flight the night before the rowne was burned, hid themſelues in 
the Ile of Tenedos, leauing in the Treians fields a woodden horſe of ſuch ine- 
ſtimable bigneſſe, that it could not bee recetuedin at the cittie gates, in whoſe 
wombe they had encloſed the moſt valiant ſouldiets of all their nobilitie. The 
Troians periwaded partly through the ſubtiltie of Sinon, and partly afraide by 
Laocons puniſhment: pull downe pat t of their rowne wall, end fo bring in this 
horſe into their Caſtle. But in the dead time of the night, rhe Grecians retur- 
ning from Tenedos, entred into the citic through the ſame breach which was 
made to bring in the horſe, Sinon openeth the wembe of the horſe and lerterh 
forth the armed men, who immediately ſpoy le all with fire and ſword. W hile a 
theſe things were going, Aeneas is 1 his dreamę by Hector to prouide 
toe country Gods figm the fire. But he pre- 
ſerring an konourable de? th. before a cowardly flight, in vain betaketh him to 
armes, wherein at the ſitſt aſſault tlie Trojans had the vpper hand, vntil, follow- 
ing the counſell of Chorœbus, they put on Greekiſi armour, and ſo one ofthem 
flew another. Then Priamus pallace is beſieged, and Priamus ſlaine by Pyrrhus, 
Achilles ſonne. Thus, æhen Aeneas had aſſaied all things in vaine, when he was 
now quite out of hope, betaketh the reliques to his father Anchiſes, and raking 
him vp on his ſhoulders, with Aſcanius his ſonne, and Creuſa his wife, commir- 
teth himſelfe to flight. The Crecians follow faſt aſter, and iu that tumult he loſt 
his wife creuſa,vpon occaſion to ſeeke u hom, when as he wandt ed about all the 
toy ne, he met with her ghoſt, who certified him that ſhe was dead. He returnes 
againe to his companic,whither as now were gathered a great number of men 
and women,readic to follow him whither ſo euer he would carrie them,

nitie therto. The next day following, Aeneas and Dido ride forth on hunting, 
whereas, vhen all the company were buſie about their game: Iuno ſpgeinly ſen- 
deth a tempeſt, The many run, ſome one way, ſome an other, but A elles and Dis 
do meet togither inone Den, and there with ill lucke, they ioyne amourouſſy to- 
icher. In * meane while, lupiter weatied with the continuall — Iarbas 
ing of Geculia, who tooke it greeuoully that a ſtranger ſhould be preferred in 
Joue before him: ſendeth Mercury dowa to Aeneas to command him to forſake 
Affrica, and teſcek Italy. Who then obeying the commandement of Iupiter, wil- 
leth his mates priuily to prepare all thinges that were nceeflary for ſayling. But 
whan Dido vnderſtood that his nauy was in repairing & rigging, ſuſpecting the 
matter to be as it was indeed: greeuouſſy expoſtulateth the cale with him , and 
ough entrearic,and teares, both by her ſelt & her ſiſter; endeuorerh to detain 
him from his purpoſed iourney. But Aeneas, admoniſhd again by Mercury, late 
in the night wayeth anker, and departeth away. Then ſhe, through extreme ſor - 
row err. counterfeiting to dofacrifice,cauſed a great fire to be made in the 
hie ſt place of het Palace, and ſending away Barco, Sichæus nurſe, that ſlie ſnould 
not hinder her appointed death: there flew het ſe fe moſt piicouſſy.

led Cæſtus (which is ßighting bags or r ſtringes, 
wherin is either lead ot ſand) who youthfully boaſted of himſ⸗ 42 the 
chiet rewards,& honor, in reſpect of age, and dignitic,were adiudged vnto Accs 
ſtes, whoſe arrow when it flew into the aire,ſodeinly waxed a ſite. Aſchanius in 
the honour of Anchiſes his grandfather with the ether youth of nobilitie practi- 
ſeth fight, & feats on horſeback, reſembling warlike proweſſe. In the meane time 
the Troian wiues, at the inſtigatien of the Rainbowe, and for weariſomenefle of 
their long trauchcaſt fire among the orice deſtroied four rallſhips. The 
night following, Anchiſes appeareth to his ſon Aeneas in a dream, & warnerh 
him fr6 Iupiter, that followiag the counſel of Nautes, he leaue behinde him the 
women,and the impotent in Sicil, and bimſe!f with the force of his are 
my, and the Juſtieſt youths of all the eompany, ſaile into Italy. Where he ſhould 
firſt go ſeek Sybillas den, by whoſe direction he ſhould be brought vnto him into 
the belds called Elyſj, or fields of pleaſure, where he ſhould be enſormed of all 
the race of his poſteritie, and learn the euents of all wars that ſhould ſhortly he- 
fal him. Wer fore Aeneas then obeying bis fathers commandement, builde th a 
citic in Sicil named Aceſtes, and there maketh a C of women, & old men 
that were vnſit for war, and himſelt with the ſtr engih of his army taketh his voi- 
age towards Italy. Therwhiles, Neptunus at the entreatie of Venus maketh the 
ſea calm, whilſt Aeneas ſaileth In this goodly calmneſſe Palinurus the ſtear eſm 
falling a flecp, is caſt helme and all into che ſca,whoſe turn Aeneas ſupplieth.

| . The Argument. 01 Gan enk 
When Aeneas was come to Cumas, he went ynto Sybillas den, where doing ſaeri- 
fice eber to the cuſtome, hee asketh counſell at the Oracle of Apollo, and 
there learneth both the dangers at hand, and the ſucc eſſe of ſuture wars. Miſenus 
bodie which he found on the ſhore he burneth, his furniture and ſpoyles,he bu- 
rieth vnder the next hill, vhich thereef was called Miſenus. From thence, by di- 
rection of Doeues, he was brought ro the golden bough,which being gathered, 
and hauing worſhipped and appcaſed the infernall gods with ſlaine ſaclihce: by 
conduct of Sybilla lie goeth downe to hell, through the mouth of Auernus.He fin. 
deth Palinurus wandring about the lake of S T 1 x,becauſe his bodie was vnburĩ. 
ed, and when Sybilla had refuſed to take Lieu vnto the tarther ſhore, which 
he requeſted; Aeneas putteth him in good comfort with exequics, and hope of 
honorable buriall. From thence Aeneas paſſing ouer Stix, and caſting Cerberus 
in a ſſeep with a medicined ſop, taking bis ieutney through the place of Infants, 
and of fuch as as were wrongfully condemned, and put to death vndeferuedly:he 
cometh vnto the ſears of thoſe, that th impaciencie of loue, had ſhortened 
their ownedayes,where eſpying Dido, when he would haue purged himſelf ynto 
her: diſdainfulhy ſhe auoyded is light. Then departing thence, he came to the 
habitation of thoſe that were ſometime famous in war, where he ſaw Deiphobus 
torne, and rent with many wounds, and is there by lim enformed by what cruell 
and ſhamefull means he came to his death Afterward, leauing Tartatus on the 
leſt hand, and being by Sibilla in ſtructed in the puniſhments of the wicked, he 
approcheth nigh the wal of Pluto, & there ſticketh vp the golden bough euen in 
the Queens eutty, & from thence he proceedeih to the helds ofthe bleſſed, and 
is by Muſæus brought vnto his father. I here Anchiſes declateth vnto his ſonno 
Aeneas th: order, and ſuc ce ſſion of the £Imane,and Roman kings, and running 
ouer the names of certain of the Roman nobilnie, comerh to the commendati- 
on of Julius, & Auguſlus Cæ ſar:; & wonderfully-extollech Marcellus the ſonne of 
Octauia, who-was ſodeinly cut off by vatimcly death. Then going 1 the

T he Argument, 


gAcneas buricth Caieta his nurſe, and calleth the place Caieta,by her name. From 
thence he paſſeth by the ſeat of Circes,8 by proſpereus wind is brought to the 
mouth of Tiber,and driuen with a contrary — ariueth on the coaſt of 
Laurentum. and vnderſtanding there by Aſcanius words hat the ſame was the 
land that was predeſtinate ynto him: he ſendeth vnto king Latinus that ruled 
thoſe quarters, an hundred oratorts, which ſkould both ca ry gifts ynto him in his 
name, and requeſt a place wherein to build a citie. King Latinus gently hearing 

- their embaſſage, ouer and beſides their requeſt, voluntarily offreth vnto acneas 
his daughter Lauinia to wife, whom by the propheſie of his father Faunus, & the 
anſwer ofthe ſoothſaiers, he was — to beſtow vpon a ſtranger, This 
while Iuno diſpleaſed with the proſperous ſucceſſe of the Troians, callech alecto 

* out of hell to diſturb this peace. Who firſt enrageth with her furie Amata, kin 
Latinus wife, & Turnus alſo. Then, turnin berlelle to the Trojan youth, whic 
then happily was buſied in hunting, bringech vnto their hands a tame ſag which 
vas dearly beloued among ryrtheus the kings heardmans children. M hõ when 
aſcanius had wounded with an arrow, the husbandmen betaking themſelues to 
weapon, ſet vpon the Troians.aleRo fro an hie place giueth the alarme, in which 
tumult are ſlaine Almon, Tyrrheus eldeſt ſan, and Galeſus the richeſt husband - 
man in all that country. Who when they were brought dead vnto the citie, Tur- 
nus and Amata do prick forth Latinus to make war, and to this iniurie. 
But he calling to remembrance the deſtnies, and the league which he made of 
late wich the Troians, could not be perſwaded to make war againſt them. I hen 
luno her ſelte openeth the gares of war. Mezentius with Lauſus his ſon, do accd- 
panie Turnus vnto bartell Likewiſe auentinus ſon to Hereules by Rhea. alſo Ca- 
ullus and Coras Tyburtine brothers,and Camilla of the realm of Volica, a mc 
valiant woman,& diuets other,whoſe names arc recited in the end ot the booke.

4q\Whilft Aeneas is buficin Tuſcia to ſeek aid, Turnus is by the Rainbow admoni- 
thed not to omit ſo good ap occaſion, x ho ſpeedeth himſelt forth ſo neare as he 
can to his enemies. And ſeeing them defenced oncuery fide in their tents, to the 
intent that he might cut away from them al hope of flight, aſſaieth to burn their 
fleet. But at Venus eatneſt (utc, lupitet deliuered the ſhips frõ preſent burning, 
and transformed them into ſo many Nymphes of the ſea, Towards night Tur- 
nus laieth a watch before the rowne gates tor feare of ſudden eruptions of the 
enemy, in which watch Meſſapus is chiefe. Therewhiles the Iro ans take coun- 
ſel who to ſend to Aeneas 10 A theſe things. which Ny ſus & Eu- 
ryalus, a paire of faithfullfriends rake in hand to do. Who depatting forth of the 
tonne, & finding the watch ouercome with wine and le epe, they ſlay Ramnetes 
with a numbei of Rutilians, & lade themſelues with the ſpoiles. But in y 
being ſpied of Vo.ſcens horſmẽ, they ſlie to the woods. Ther Eurialus by waight 
of his armor, & ignorance of the way much hindted, falleth into his foes hands, 
and is by Volſcens ſlaine. Niſus likewiſe, when he had ſlain Volſeens, & va liantly 
reuenged Eurialus death, being ſtrooke through with mary a morta!l wound, 
falleth downe dead vpon his friends body. Their heads are caried vpon ſpeares 
points into the tents, where the Troians knowing them frem the ws: 9 a great 
ſorow riſcth through the whole town. Turnus ceaſeth not to aſſault his enemies 
with all force, and great ſlaughter is committed on both pares. There Aſcanius 
killeth with the ſhot of an arrow Numanus,that ouer proudly aduanced himſelf:

This while 
the Rutilians returne to thaſſault with all their force, whom the affaulted repell 
with all their might and this in Latium. Aeneas hauing brought all things in Be 
truria to wiſhed end, being aſſiſted by diuei s peoples, teturneth to his mares with 
a nauic of thirtie ſaile. I here he meeteth with the Nimphs tkat were not long 
before transformed from ſhips, and is by them certetied both of the loſſe of his 
fleete, and of the danger of his men. Then he landeth his power within the ſight 
of his enemies. The Rutilians leaue the ſiege, and run to ſhore to keep the enemy 
from landing. I here they fight with gt eat loſſe on both ſides. M he re Pallas, aftet 
many ſlaughters on his enemies, is at length ſlaine by Turnus. With ſoro her- 
of, Aeneas all enraged, mal eth plentie biood offrings on his focs for his friendes 
ſoule. Then Aſcanius illueth forth, and ioyneth power with his father. Iuno care. 
full for Turnus, caſteth before bis eyes a falſe repreſentation of Aeneas. Which, 
whilſt hee purſueth into a ſlip, luno breaketh the cables, and by force of a tem- 
pe ſt, bringeth him to the ſhoareneare àrdea. Mezentius then, at upiters come 
maundment, entreth the battail, and ſſeyetk many both T roians and Etruſcans, 
vntill Aeneas haue wounded him, and being reſcued by Lauſus his ſon, is ſcarce 
able to depart the field.

Chen the Latines were vanquiſhed, Turnus ſeeing all his helpe to be repoſed in 
himſelfe, contraryeto the perſwalton of Latinus , and che Qu: enes manitolde 
teares, determineth to fight hand to hand with Aencas, and ſendeth ſuch werd 
ynto him by Idmon his meſſenger. Aeneas is therwith ple aſed, and with ſolemne 
othes on both ſides they make the league, which Iuturna through periwaſion of 
| ys in the ſhape of Camertes,diſturbeth, Firſt of all, Tolumnius the Soothſaier, 
that by a falſe ſhew proſicied victorie to his fide : ſtribeth through with a Darte 
one of Gilippus ſonnes. Aeneas like wiſe, ſeeking meanes to appeaſe the tumulte: 
is wounded by an arrow, vncertayne by whom it was ſliot, and is conſtraync d to 
leaue the battaile, Which Tutnus vndetſtanding, ſuppoſiug he bad gorten a great 
occaſion of good ſueceſſe, maketh great (laughter on his foes. Ve nus cureth her 
ſonne with Dittany of Ida. Aeneas, amended, commeth againc forth and teſcu · 
eth his mates; and namely calleth for Turnus in fight, Bur Turnus full withdraw- 
ing himſelf, (for Tururna his ſiſter in ſhape of Metiſcus the wagoner, carrying him 
alwaics aſide, would not ſuffer bim meete with Ac neas in battailc) he determineth 
tobeſiege the rowne, and leading his army neare. to the walles, caſteth ſiet vp to 
the Tuirets, & houſes, Ihe Ama ta ſuppoſing that Turnus was ſlaine, thruugh 
extreame ſoitow hangeth her ſelf. Theſe thinges being told yaro Turnus by Ja- 
es, ſeeing that he muſt needes fight, or ſuſter his confede rate rowne come into 
his enemits handes before his face, volentatily prouoketh Aeneas to the com- 
bat according tothe tenure of the league. In which fight, Aeneas hauing the vic- 
tory, and being almoſt mooued to take compaſſion, and graunt life to lus ene- 
mie: yet when he ſaw the girdle vpon his ſhoulder which he had taken from Pal- 
las, hom he had ſlain before, ſodenlj moued with ange t, chruſt eth him tof hare,

30 ſoone as Aeneas had ſlaine Turnus, the Rutilians ſubmitting themſelues are re | 
ceiued into the mercy of the Conquei our, not without deſetued reproa ches for 
refill ing the prouidence of the Gods, concerning his arriuall and ſetling in Ita - 
y. TIhẽ Aeneas taketh Pallas belt from about Turnus, æhich was partly the cauſe 
that he ſlue him, determining to ſend it for a token to king Euander. Afterthis, 
honour being duly per fourmed to ſuch as were ſlaininfighe, Aeneas congra tu- 
lateth to his ſonne Iulius and mates, thcir happy victories, and quiet peace pure 
chaſed at laſt, atter ſo many tempeſts and troubles. But king Latinus bewailin 
the death of Turnus, with con ſutation of the fond enticements of Ambition, a 
vaceitainty of honour and kingly eſtate, ſendeth the dead body ynto Daunus his 
father,who moſt pirifully lamenteth the raſſineſſe & hapleſſe ſuceeſſe of his ſon, 
as alſo the deſtruction of his citie Ardeagwhich being conſumed with fire is trãſ- 
formed into a byid of that name. Immediately Latinus ſendeth Oratours vnte 
Aeneas, Drances being chieſe, vho after diſcommendation of Turnus whom he 
kated, and the excuſe of king Latinus touching the bre ache of couenants, deſi- 
reth him into the citic & pallace, where with gteat ſolemnitic Latinus coupleth 
vnto him in mariage Lauinia his daughter, and onely child, both Troyans & Ita- 
lians much reioycing at ti i leagut of amitie. Shortly after, Aeneas buildeth a 
citic,which by the aduiſc of his mother Venus, he calletk after his wiues name; 
aud king Latnus dying, he ſucceedeth him in the crawne and gouernment. And
